THE SEVENTY-FIRST REPORT OF THE REGISTRAR-GENERAL ON THE 
VITAL STATISTICS FOR THE STATE OF QUEENSLAND FOR THE 
YEAR 1930. 


Population —tThe estimated population of the State on the 31st December, 1929, was 930,871 persons. On 
the same date a year later it was 948,195. The increase was therefore 17,324 persons, or 1.86 per cent. during the 
year 1930 compared with 14,182 and 1-55 per cent. in 1929. The percentage increase in 1930 was higher than for 
any other State or New Zealand, the various percentages being :—Queensland 1-86, New Zealand 1-36, New South 
Wales 0-92, Western Australia 0-92, Victoria 0-77, Tasmania 0-72, and South Australia 0-32. Since the census of 
1921 the percentage of increase in the population of Queensland was second only to Western Australia, the 
percentages for the various States being :—Western Australia 26-41, Queensland 25-43, Australia (total) 19-14, 
New South Wales 19-05, New Zealand 17-99, South Australia 17-56, Victoria 16-95, and Tasmania 3-21. 


The excess of births over deaths was 11,484 during 1930 and 10,179 in 1929, and the excess of arrivals over 
departures 5,840 and 4,003 respectively. Natural increase was therefore the chief factor contributing to the total 
population increase, accounting for 66.29 and 71-77 per cent. of the increase in each year respectively. Of the 
total Australian population Queensland contains 14-64 per cent., New South Wales 38-61 per cent., Victoria 27-65 
per cent., South Australia 8.99 per cent., Western Australia 6-50 per cent., and Tasmania 3-41 per cent. The 
proportion of each sex in the States population was—males 53-02 per cent. and females 46-98 per cent., or 
approximately 89 females to every 100 males. 


It is estimated that the population is distributed throughout the three divisions of the State as follows :— 
Southern Division 674,366, Central Division 111,356, and Northern Division 162,473. Almost half of the popula- 
tion of the Southern Division is resident in Brisbane, which contains 313,251 persons, or 33-04 per cent. of the 
total population of Queensland. 


Marriages—The number of marriages registered in 1930 was 6,199, which is a slight numerical increase of 
30 compared with the previous year, the rate, however, being lower—this year 6-59 per 1,000 of population— last 
year 6-67. The rate is the lowest since 1905 when 6-04 was recorded. Victoria and South Australia had lower rates 
than Queensland—Western Australia 7-66, New South Wales 6-99, Tasmania 6-70, Queensland 6-59, Victoria 6-52, 
and South Australia 5-70. 


The mean age at marriage in Queensland during 1930 of all husbands was 28-71 (bachelors only 27-48) and 
of all wives 24-70 (spinsters only 23-74). There were 89 dissolutions of marriages granted by the Courts and 122 
divorcees remarried. 


Births.—There were 18,939 births registered during 1930, which is an increase of 452 when compared with 
the number for 1929. The rate per 1,000 of population was 20-14. Last year it was 19-99, which was the lowest 
rate ever recorded for Queensland. The rates for each State in 1930 were :—Tasmania 22-11, Western Australia 
21-98, New South Wales 20-95, Queensland 20-14, Victoria 18-56, and South Australia 17-19. 


There were 952 ex-nuptial births registered representing 5-03 per cent. of the total births, the percentage in 
1929 was 5:10. There were 161 children legitimated, bringing the total number of legitimations to 4,409 since the 
Legitimation Act became law. There were 213 sets of twins and 3 sets of triplets compared with 165 sets of twins 


in 1929. 


Deaths.—There were 7,455 deaths registered, which is a decrease of 853 compared with the previous year, 
and less than for any year since 1922, when 7,153 were recorded. The rate per 1,000 of population was 7.93, which 
is the lowest rate ever recorded for Queensland, and is lower than for any other State in 1930. In 1929 the rate 
was 8-98. The rate for males per 1,090 of male population was 8-98 (last year 10-31) and for females 6-74 (7:48). 


The death rates for the Australian States were :—Queensland 7-93, South Australia 8-35, New South Wales 
8-53, Victoria 8-94, Tasmania 9-00, and Western Australia 9-02. 


The infant mortality rate per 1,000 live births was 40-2, which is a decrease compared with 46-1 in the 
previous year. The rate for 1930 is the lowest everrecorded for Queensland and is also the lowest for any Australian 
State for that year, the rate for each being :—Queensland 40-2, Victoria 46-5, Western Australia 46-7, South 
Australia 48-3, New South Wales 49-8, and Tasmania 50-6. 


There were 762 deaths of infants under 1 year, representing 10-22 per cent. of the total deaths. Last y ar 
the number was 853 and the percentage 10.27. Of the 762 deaths of infants under 1 year, 529 or 69-42 per cent. 
were due to prenatal causes, 46 to Diarrhoea and Enteritis, 45 to Broncho Pneumonia, 24 to Pneumonia, and 22 to 
Whooping Cough. Last year there were 531, or 62-25 per cent., due to Prenatal Causes, 82 to Diarrhoea and 
Enteritis, 53 to Broncho Pneumonia, 45 to Pneumonia, and 14 to Whooping Cough. 


The total number of deaths of persons of all ages from each Principal Cause was as follows (figures for 1929 
appearing in parentheses) :—Heart Disease (all kinds) 1,237 (1,198), Cancer (all kinds) 746 (808), Prenatal Causes 
(i.e., Congenital Malformations and Debility, Premature Birth, &c.) 536 (542), Acute and Chronic Nephritis 508 
(501), Accidents 498 (539), Senility 458 (570), Buberculosis (all parts) 383 (357), Cerebral Hemorrhage, Apoplexy 
247 (284), Pneumonia 222 (320), Arterio Sclerosis 196 (160), Suicides 185 (130), Broncho Pneumonia 161 (188), 
Diarrhcea and Enteritis 152 (222), Bronchitis—Acute and Chronic—94 (171), Diabetes Mellitis 75 (114), and 


Appendicitis 72 (73). These causes were responsible for 77-40 per cent. (74:35 per cent.) of the total deaths. 


There were 16 Homicides (23 last year).
